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Police Believe Religious Fanatic Put 
Poison in Enemy's Food 
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Murder inspired by religious fanaticism 
growing out of the Zion City conflict, ta 
tlio theory forced upon authorities of Lake 
County or a result of their Inquiry Into the 
death of nirnm P. Dcukcling, who died 
from the effects of polsom. in his homo, 
one mile south of Ilia "Holy City." 

The coroner hai discovered tbnt Dcukol* 
, ing was an Intenso nnd demonstrative sup- 
porter of Vollva, nnd wna frequently in- 
volved in many controversies. Ha de- 
nounced Dowie ns nn Impostor and do- 
dared he Bhould bo ntnde to suiter the 
severest penalties for tho sorrow* brought 
upon his followers. 

It is the growing opinion of the Wna* 
kegnn and .Zibn City police that some 
Dowieilo, enraged by Deukeling's ira- 
precationa and threats, conceived the idea 
that so hitler nn cnoiny would be bettor 
dead, and placed poison in the corn meal. 
- Two neighbors wlth'whom Deukeling is 
known to have quarreled will bo ones- 
tionod closely before the inquest at Wan- 
kegan, which wns suspended is re-sumeel, 

Deukeling died at his homo in madden* 
ing -agony, a victim of powerful poison. 
A Dowleite he wai denied medical atten- 
tion because of his own religious views 
and tnat of his relatives and friends. 

Fellow religionists prayed' while tho 
poison victim died. Then they notified 
county officials at Waukegnn because bur- 
ial otherwise was impossible. 

Mrs. Deukrling and Hazel Deukeling, 
the 20-year-old daughter who had prepar- 
ed the cornmenl muflins which caused 
Deukeling's death, are under cloae but- 
veilnnce 

The coroner's physician mado a post 
mortem examination and the coroner sub- 
mitted tho contents of tho stomach to ex- 
perts for a cbomicnt analysis 

The body of a dog nnd the bodies of sev- 
eral chickens which died ns a result of eat- 
ing the muffins thotwenuthtawn into tho

While most of the cir- 
cumstances are said - to point strongly to 
murder, tho fact that Deukeling lost 6400 
in theZion City bank suggests Buiclde. 

Some remarkable facts concerning Miss 
Dcukcling which wero 'discovered during 
tho inquest, prompted the coroner to sift 
tho mystery to iho bottom. 

It wna learned that eighteen monthn ago 
the young woman while attending the /Jon 
City college, was accused of theft by some 
of her fellow students. She was question- 
ed by Supt. Brncefictd, nnd, her explana- 
tion being n n satis factory, the was dis- 
missed from the school. A few days later 
she left for Ohio, where she lived until 
four weeks ago, when she returned to her 
homo near Zion City. 

At tho inquest Miss Deukeling said she 
prepared tho meal Thursday hecauso her 
mother was indisposed, ■ Among other 
things she made the corn muflins. 

After Deukeling's death they informed 
their neighbors and sent for Overseer John 
Spetcher, chief of the health department 
at Zion, who was a practicing physician 
until he became n Zionlte, 

Mls-i Deukeling did not think it possible 
bIio had picked up a bottle containing 
poison and both she and her mother said 
they did not know there was any poison 
In the home. Search is being made for 
the bottle from which the poison was tak- 
en. 

While the police continue to sift the 
theory' tluiL soma one belonging to tho 
household may have placed the poison in 
cornmenl, purposely or by mistake, (hey 
are now working on a suggestion bv Dr. 
J. C. Foley, coronor's physician, that the 
cornmenl may have been poisoned by 
chemical action while it wns being pre- 
pared as a food.

Almost unconsciously he put the idea in- 
to execution and made southdown New 
York street, a dark and lonesome thorough- 
faro that few. pass. ' 

Thorn was no pursuit on the part of tho 
.alleged robbers, Schooley bovb. . 

Tho man sought refuge with friends on 
Grand avenue, where he remained until 
Captain Vogel of the night police came to 
liis aid. 

Ho telephoned tho captain from the 
house at which ho waa staying and the of- 
ficer, over keen after tho underworld of 
4rhno, at onco left for Now York street. 

Ho found Schooley in tho house nnd 
■went over tho scene of tho hold, up with 
him, No traces of the alleged robbers wero 
found, but Schooly pointed out the exact 
spot and this morning tho police examined 
it by daylight.

Salem Young Man ts Arrested for Criminal 
Assault on 16 Year Old Girl. 

Joseph Harlnell, a well-known resident 
of tho town of Salem, occupies a cell in tbo 
Kenosha county jail awaiting trail in tho 
Circuit cou rt on n charge of rapo. Hartnell 
was arrested on Tuesday morning by Depu- 
ty Sheriff Pease of tho town of Salem, nnd 
he had a preliminary henring before Justice 
Duff ton In that town onTuesday afternoon. 
When the case wus called Hartnell waived 
examination and was held to the Circuit 
court under bonds of $1,000. Ho made no 
effort to secure ball but accompanied the 
deputy sheriff to Kenosha where he was 
landed in jail. 

The charge against Hartnell is one of a 
most sensational nature.

Hartnell 
has absolutely refused to make any state- 
ment in regard to the case, declaring that 
bo will not talk of the matter until he has 
employed an attorney, His friends seem to 
bo of the opinion that an effort is being 
mado to blackmail him. Hartnell wns 
formerly promiuent in Salem, but after his 
arrest three years ago he disappeared from 
tho town and returned only three days ago. 
The Knnls child is well known in Salem! 

Ab Hartnell was hound over- to the Sep- 
temrTer term of the Circuit court it Is not 
probable that any further action will bo 
taken in tho case until that timo.

Washington, Juno 19.— The basis of 
a complete agreement on tho meat In- 
spection legislation between President 
Roosevelt and the house committee on 
agriculture was arrived at Monday nt 
the White House. Speaker Cannon 
represented the committee la this In- 
stance and subsequently spent Borne 
time explaining tho situation to the 
committee In Its room at the capltol. 
The bill was practically completed 
when tbo committee adjourned Mon- 
day. 

It will, authorize an annual appro- 
priation of $3,000,000 to pay the coat 
of Inspection and will contain no pro- 
vision for the levy of an assessment, 
to make .up any deficiency In tho 
amount available for this work, as 
suggested by Mr. Cowan, representing 
tho Texas cattle growers, and later 
urged by the president. 

Wipe Out Court Bevle-w. 

The court review provision will not 
be contained In the measure. This 
action meets the suggestion of the 
president The words "in the Judg- 
ment of the secretary of agriculture," 
will not be Inserted, ns suggested by 
the president, and this conclusion now 
meets Mr. Roosevelt's approval. 

There Is to be no date on the label 
of tho packing of meat food product. 
In this the president, yields to 'the 
committee. The language which gives 
Inspectors the right" to the packing 
plants at all times Is amplified by the 
v^ords, "Whether the same he In oper- 
ation or not" 

The section waiving the civil serv- 
ice law for one year In the selection 
of Inspectors will go out of the provi- 
sion, also one of the president's recom- 
mendations. 

With these changes made, the presi- 
dent has Indicated bis entire satisfac- 



tion wim tfle ItntfaBure, winch was re- 
ported from the committee ns a sub- 
stitute for the Beverldge amendment, 
and was recommitted to the committee 
that the changes might be made. 
Activity of Speaker Cannon, 

Ordinarily, Speaker Cannon does 
not take such nn active part In legis- 
lation as he has In tho present In- 
stance. It has been explained, how- 
ever, that he regards the passage of 
an adequate meat Inspection bill with 
all possible speed ns vitally essential 
to the welfare of many important In- 
dustries throughout the country.. 

Tho objection which was urged to 
the president as a season why he 
should not insist on giving authority 
to the secretary of agriculture to levy 
tax "to make up any deficiency was 
the constitutional provision that con- 
gress shall levy all taxes. A head tax 
on anJmalB, It was pointed out, would 
be nn exceedingly unequal one, ns the 
value of a fine beef steer would be 
much greater than a steer of Inferior 
weight and condition, yet the tax 
wcmld have to be the same. The same 
condition would prevail as to all other 
animals killed for food. 

Eight to Be Heard. 

Tho guarantee of the constitution 
of evorj- man's rights to hove his 
grievances heard before a court was 
also presented to the president force- 
fully as to why the, decision of the 
secretary of agriculture. Bhould not he 
made final, as would bo the case 
should the words, "In tho discretion 
of the secretary of agriculture" be In- 
serted throughout the measure. In 
this argument It ts sold, the presi- 
dent acquiesced on the ground of Its 
containing a fundamental principle of 
guaranteed rights. 



MUST CARRY PASSENGERS. 



Railroads Compelled to Furnish Accotnmo. 
datlons Along Their Ones. 

Railroad a organized under the general 
laws of the state must furnish accommoda- 
tions and carry' passengers over their lines. 

This mooted question in Illinois has been 
decisively settled by a decision of the su- 
premo court just announced in tho case of 
Win, P. Eaton, of MadUon county, again at 
the Litchfield & Madison, a coal carrying 
branch of the Chicago. Peoria & St. LouIb; 
The company bos refused to furnish accom- 
modations for them or to carry passengers 
between Madison and Litchfield, Illinois. 
Tho railroad set up in defense that it was 
not organized for this purpose and that iu 
business was freight carrying. 

The court in Madison county decided In 
favor of Eaton and has issued a writ of 
mandamus to compel the L. & M. to ac- 
commodate the people along its line. The 
supreme court has omrmed that decision 
has sustained the mnndnhius. It holds de- 
cisively that the railroad organized under 
tho general law of this state are common 
curriers mid must furnish accommodation 
for both freight and passengers, ' The de- 
cision will undoubtedly have n sonous 
effect on a number of abort ronda known 
ns industrials which operate between 
great manufacturing plants and main 
lines of railroads.

PUBLIC HEAItlMG 12? SUPREME 
COURT OF PRANCE. 



Counsel for Former Captain Pleads for 
Vindication nnd Official Restora- 
tion to Rank In Army, 



Paris, June 10.— The palace of Jus- 
tice was crowded Monday at tho open- 
ing of the supremo cdurt'a public hear- 
ings of the Dreyfus case. Many worn-- 
en, Including relatives of the former 
captain of artillery, were In court- but 
Dreyfus was not present. 

Msltre Mornard, representing Drey- 
fus, summed up tho results of his ex- 
tended investigations, showing the 
errors made at tho Reanes court mar- 
tial. The chief points were the In- 
criminating letter stating that "D" 
was furnishing the Germans with Val- 
uable Information, which contributed 
to the conviction of Dreyfus at Ronnes, 
whereas It was now disclosed that the 
Initial was "P" forged into a "D." 
Another point was that tho Incrimin- 
ating letters are' now proved to havo 
arrived after Dreyfus was serving sen- 
tence, and 'it was also established that 
one of the witnesses against Dreyfus 
at Ratines, received considerable sums 
of money for his testimony. 
'' Maltre Mornard '.argued against n 
further trial saying that many of the 
witnesses were dead or bad disap- 
peared. Droyfus, he added, did not 
nek for damages. He only .desired' the 
vindication of his honor as an officer 
and the official restoration of his name 
to the list of officers.

Bomb=Thrower Calls Down Wrath 
of Religious Russians 



BlalyBtok, Russia, Juno 16,— A Jew- 
ish anarchist threw a bomb among the 
Corpus Christl procession which was In 
progress here Thursday, and killed or 
wounded many persons. 

In consequence tho Chrlstlnns at- 
tacked and massacred tho Jews nnd de- 
molished their Bbops. 

Hundreds of persons wero killed or 
wounded. 

The bomb was thrown from tho bal- 
cony of a house In Alexandrov street. 

A Russian clergyman named Fedor- 
otf "A'na nmong those killed by tbe ex- 
plosion. 

Immediately after thd explosion Jews 
began to fire with revolvers from the 
windows of the bouse Into the crowd. 
Soldiers surrounded the houBo nnd 
11 red two volleys into the windows. 
Attack Jewish Stores. 

Meanwhile the enraged Christians at- 
tacked the Jewish stores In Alexondrov 
and Suraz streets, demolishing the fix- 
tures and windows and throwing the 
goods Into tho gutters and boating and 
murdering the Jews*. 

A crowd of Jews fled to the railroad 
station, pursued by the mob, which 
killed many of them. 

Threo Jews were thrown from second 
story windows of tho railroad station 
building. 

The Jews are fleeing from Blalystok 
to tha neighboring forests nnd mobs 
are pursuing them. 

Detachments of dragoons have been 
sent out to protect- the Jews. 

Jews arriving bere on railway trains 
have been dragged out of the cars and 
many of them have been murdered. 
Troops have cleared the rallwny sta- 
tion. 

Pillage and Murder. 

St Petersburg^ Juno. 15.— The latest 



ns^Kaiffa"tfom- fifo-iyawic ressrva ^ 
uation of tho utmost gravity. The antl- 
Jewlsh outbreak there was still raging, 
fight I jib was In progress Jn.ttio streets; 
the tiring wns continuous; the best 
stores In the city had been sackod, and 
many persons wero dead or wounded. 
Piguros, however,were not given, and 
probably the casualties are' not known' 
In Dialystok, owing to the continuance 
of the disorders. 

The signal for tho outbreak, which 
apparently was deliberately planned, 
perhapn as a counter stroke for tho 
murder of Chief of Police Derkatchoff 
an June 10, which was attributed to 
Jewish bundlsts, ts given as the ex- 
plosion of a bomb during a religious 
procession. This was followed by re- 
volver fusillades In several Quarters of 
the city. 

Police Are Inactive, • ' 

The police are said not to have at- 
tempted to interfere In tho early stages 
of the riot. 

The Jews, who number three-fourths 
of the population of the city, offered 
the best resistance possible, many of 
them being armed, hut were unable to 
prevent the pillaging of their homes 
and places of business. 

Several members of parliament re- 
ceived message* from .Jewish corre- 
spondents at Blalystok declarllng that 
the police apparently bad given over 
the Hebrew population to slaughter 
and pillage. These correspondents 
urged that the only hope was In no ap- 
peal to the ministers of the interior to 
Interfere In their behalf.- A delegation 
of deputies immedtatedly called at the 
headquarters of the police department 
whore they were Informed that all 
measures possible bad been taken to 
stop excesses and restore order.

Tho tank Is then mounted on 
whatever kind of foundation desirable 
which can bo umdo of brick or atone 
Tho overflow plpo Is placed In tho cen- 
ter of tho tnnk Instead of at tho sides 
which Is usually the manner of attach- 
ing It, When tho wlud blows tho water 
lufltcnd of slopping out of the sulci nod 
making a mud bole runs over th* top 
of tho wasto pipe In tho center of tho 
tank and runs down to seep away in 
lbs broken rock and porous sub-soil, 
Tho accompanying illustration will In- 
dicate how It Is constructed and the 
manner of disposing of tlie overflow 
of water from n Btocfc tank.

Crap* Followlnar Cavr Venn. 

One ought not to get the Idea that a 
worn out pleco of ground can be plant- 
ed to cow peas one year aud be sown 
to seed so as to raise a paying crop tho 
following year. Cow pens renovate, tho 
soil and supply nitrogen, but they can 
not and do not entirely rebuild It In a 
short period. If otic has a worn out 
strip of soil, he must expect to spend 
soma time nnd energy on It to get It In 
proper condition. A plan somewhat af- 
ter tho following would work well : Sow 
flvo pecks of cow pens per aero broad- 
cast nud with them four or live hun- 
dred pounds of some good fertilizer, us- 
ing a fertilizer more heavily endowed 
with potash and phosphoric acid than 
with nitrogen, although It should con- 
tain some nitrogen. About the middle 
of tho summer plow the cow peas un- 
der, llnic tho soil heavily, live hundred 
pounds or ntoro to tho acre, harrow In 
and sow to n mixture of crimson clover 
and rape. This, plowed under the fol- 
lowing Kprlng, would give one a soil 
fairly good for some cultivated crop 
upon which n liberal quantity of fer- 
tilizer should be used, — Exchange. 

Murker for Corn ntid fit-ium. 

Tlie runners of this murker for corn, 
beans, etc.. arc of ash, with pieces of 
ouk lx-i nulled on top. Tho ci'ossplcccs 
are of spruce, 1x0. Cnn mark rows 
"Vj, 3. 3& or 4 feet, with guide po.'e to 
swing cither way. What makes thin 
murker all the more valuable and real- 
ly n short cut, are the cultivator teeth 
to the rear of each runner. These teeth 
are set one Inch below tho Iron shoe

It Is snfe to say that In no other pro- 
fession,, for funning la a." profession If 
properly carried on, nro there so few 
practitioners who understand tho fun- 
damental principles* of their work as 
among farmers. 

Wo en It in a physician, and feel thnt 
If ho can not tell us pretty nearly what 
the trouble la with the patient that ho 
dues not understand his business. Wo 
give a case to a lawyer, aud If ho makes 
a mess of It wo feel, and rightly, that 
ho Is not up In his profession. We of 
tho farm hnve a poor crop under nor- 
mal weather conditions, uud guess at 
the cause. 

If we plow and bow we hope the soil 
will bring n certain rctura. If It docs 
not, how many of us can tell why . The 
truth of the matter Is, wo plow and sow 
without much regard to why wo do It, 
and with even less regard of what our 
soil needs nro aud whether we have 
supplied them. 

If evory soil worker In the country 
could tnkp a course of one year in prac- 
tical soil chemistry, thoro would bs 
such a change in farming operations 
and results as would start lo the world. 
Wo road and see many agricultural sue* 
cesses, aud In each and every cobo ws 
would Unci, If wo investigated, that the 
owuar of tho farm was well acquaint- 
ed with it—as well acquainted with ths 
caso as the successful lawyer Is who 
wins a case before tho bar. Why no! 
begin to study the farm? It surely will 
pay.-— Indianapolis News. 



Anl.ru Goad for Frail Tree*, 

I think very favorably of hard wood 
ashes for orchard use ns a dressing foi 
tho soil, says' a well-known orchard 
owner. It appears that we get result* 
from their use altogether out of propor- 
tion to tho amount of phosphoric acid 
nnd potash they contain, and that tbii 
must be credited to tho effects of tin 
ilmo they contuln upon the soil con- 
tents. Tho chemist tells us thut the 
lime, pqtntdi, etc., contained la wood 
ashes nre in the beat possible form foi 
plant use. I would want more phos- 
phoric acid thnn tlie ashes contain, and 
would prefer to add It In the shape ol 
steamed bone rnther than ncid pho 
phnte. I have used large qua tftUloVtTi 
ncid phosphate In the past, and still 
favor its use, but not in combination 
with either wood nsbos or common 
lime.

Ta Kill Canada. Thistle*.

Canada thistles, but, if you are liable to 
forget, clip this out nnd put It whore 
you can get.lt readily, and apply the 
remedy when the season comes : ■ 

Put half a buBhel of salt In a barrel, 
and hot water enough to dissolve tho 
pwlt, stir till dissolved. Add water

Dn- 
vitt was llrst elected to I'aiilameut In 
1882 while n prisoner In the I'ortlnud 
convict prison, hut was (lisrpihllued by 
special vote of the House of Commons 
for non-explrntloti of Kcutcucc for trea- 
son-felony. He was ngnln elected nnd, 
unseated In 181)2. He wus returned tho 
same year, but resigned in 1SWJ, owing 
to bankruptcy proceedings.

CREAMErtY INSPECTOR 
. MAKES REPORT 

Among the creameries In Lake County, 
tho Antioch Creamery ranks first as far as 
clean lines! and sanitary conditions are ob- 
served. Everything there Is kept scrupulous- 
ly clean. Vats nnd machinery tins well 
cleaned and rinsed off with cither steam or 
hot water. The separator, gearing part of 
tho churn and engine is kept clean, and the 
much condemnahle habit o f letting grease 
nnd oil accumulate on and around tho base 
of engine and separators, nn found In some 
creameries, is not practiced here. Besides 
it mar bo mentioned to the praise of the 
buttonnuker, that even tho skimmed milk 
vnt is clonuctt every day so the patrons, 
who deaire, can take back clean andsvfeet 
skimmed milk. An extra vnt is on hand 
where the surplus milk and buttermilk is 
transferred, and the patrons who receive 
this ought to bring an extra set of old cans 
lo tnkoitin. 

The milk ii received in good condition 
nnd consccpiently a good grade of butter is 
produced. This can bo testified by the ex- 
cellent returns Mr. Fillweber has received 
for the butter. Looking over the scores 
received for the past two years. I found 
but two points of difference between high- 
est and lowest score nnd nn average of 04, 
a good object lesson for many agood brother 
buttermakor. This indicates three things: 
that tho man knows how to make good but- 
ter; that a yearly uniform article Is produc- 
ed; and that the butter maker in general is 
tending his own business. Tho overrun, 
the day 1 was there, wns practically 12 per 
cent, This not nhlgh overrun but is con- 
sidered a fair overrun where whole milk is 
received, This, of course, wilt vary from 
day to day as will the testof tho buttermilk 
and skimmed milk each respective testing, 
2 per cent testing nnd a trace. Though 
the samples were not In bb good a condition 
ns they might ha've been, yet there was hut 
one Bample from which could not be made 
agood clear test. The patrons certainly 
have a right to complain If the testing is 
not done accurately or if the instructions 
that follow the Babcock test are not obser- 
ved; but I nm glad to state that the meth- 
od used at tho Antioch Creamy, as shown 
and described by Mr. Fillweber, is in every 
respect complying with the instructions 
given by Dr. Babcock, tho Inventor nnd 
best authority on tho subject. 

Preser valine is being used for tho com- 
posite samples. It is not as recommend- 
able nssomo of the other kinds of preservat- 
ives on the market because it takes too 
largo a quantity to preserve a Bample prop- 
erly and it bns a tendnncy to form a lath- 
ery formation on tho top of the milk, mak- 
ing it difficult to Inke a fair sample'. 

Whenever there is n variation in the 
tcsti from time to time it is, as a rule, the 
butterinaker that is blamed, for the variat- 
ions by tho patron b. Undouhtly there are 
some operators of tho Babcock test, who 
abuse the ubo of the test, nnd under such 
circumstances each and every patron should 
complain until the man is compelled to use 
tho tost according to directions. Before the 
patrons of Antioch 'accuso Mr, Fillweber, 
they should stop to investigate, watch whilo 
the te«t is being done, and if they can call 
his attention to any mistakes made, I am 
sure he will bo only too glad to correct 
them and ho thankful for calling his atten- 
tion to it. If your test varies seemingly 
unreasonable, from tinio to time below a 
point of suspicion- then don't the very next 
day take a sample and have your neighbor- 
ing creamery man test it and then compare 
this singlo day's test to the past two week's 
test. Better speak to tho buttennakcr about 
it first and if possible have another test 
made from the composite sample. If that 
cannot be done, then get n little presorvn- 
time from your huttermaker and mnko a 
composi to sample of three or four days' 
milk, or still better, have tho man nt the 
weigh stand take ono. Let your butter- 
maker test it and then your neighboring 
crenmeryman ortako-your hnttermnker 
along so he can see how tho tooting is done. 
This is especially advisable in places where 
competition h strong. To avoid trouble 
nnd scrambled among buttermukcra in case 
of misunderstanding, the Dairy Depart- 
ment at the state University, Urhana, III,, 
will always be gin d to teat, free of charge, 
any sample sent there and send hack report. 
But when you send samples, they request 
fair samples. 

Quite often when there a considerable 
variation in the test of the composite, sample 
of the milk for a period of fifteen days as 
compared with tho previous lest, tho patron 
will ask the butlermaker tho cause and ex- 
pects him to know. Most people know 
different things influence tho flow of milk, 
but only too few realize the same influences 
will cause variations in tests, nnd it. certain- 
ly is unreasonable to expect the buttermak- 
or to account for it, providing tho testing 
is done accurately, because ho, as a rule, 
has nil he can do and no time to spend in- 
vestigating what really Is tho cause; it is a 
good thing if he can toll them what may 
cause variations in toe tins, but the patron 
surely is the one to find out and know, as 
he U the one that cares for the cows and 
has h cfaanco to observe what possibly causes 
the variations. Only too few farmers stop 
to realize that they themselves are tbe very 
cause of the variation b, by not providing 
properly for their cows, by exposing them 
to rough weather, not at regular times 
and by exciting and uslngrough'troatmont 
tow arils tho cows, Sudden changes in feed 
will also have an influence upon tbe fat in 
the milk, hut none can' toll ahead in what 
respeotit will affect it. Where the fanner 
lots the calves suck the cows partially, there 
Is always sure to be a variation In the tests, 
because tbe last milk Is a good deal richer 
than the first and no matter whether the

calf gets it food first or last in either case 
tbe teat will go either up or down, 

Several other things will influence the 
test, but this is enough to illustrate that 
the buttermnker in not always, to blame for 
the upsand downs of tie tests, and'I fully 
believe if the farmer wou'd jro to the trouble 
of testing and keeping records, he would bo 
astonished and find the buttermaker the 
least cause of tho variations. 

A number of people dispute the correct- 
ness of the Babcock teat cannot be made 
alike from tho sample. It is true that in 
ranking several tests from the same sample 
of milk, it is sometimes diflicult to have 
them nil como without a dltrierence of from 
.1 to .2 par cent. This difference is due to 
tha difference in the graduated part of the 
bottles and in tho way the fat columns show 
up. Any careful operator of tho Babcock 
test should always he able to get two tests 
come within a difference of .2 per cent. 
At Antioch a duplicate test was made from 
live samples. Four of the duplicate tests 
came out exactly alike, while there was a 
difference of .1 between the two tests of 
the fifth sample. By calibrating the bottles, 
tho one reading low was found to be near- 
ly .2 per cent too large, causing the differ- 
ence. Though it mar bo seen from the 
above that the patron at all times will not 
be getting exactly what is coming to him, 
yet nt present the Babcock test surely is 
tha most accurate way of distributing the 
money among tho patrons. For even if a 
man should bo paid by a teat rend .1 to .2 
percent lower than ho really entitled to, it 
Burely is mora fair than paying tho man 
whoso test is 4 per cent the same price per 
hundred as the man whose test 8.2, In 
the first instance, be would ho paid for 2 
pounds of butter fnt less per thousand lbs, 
of milk thnn he is entitled to, whilo in tho 
last case the one bringing 4 per cent of 
milk would be paid for four pounds less 
per thousand pounds of milk and tho other 
for four pounds more. Besides if tho ac- 
curate glassware is used and tho tenting is 
done accurately, it is very seldom every- 
body will not get, within, 1 per cent of 
what ii coming to them, and the ones who, 
for Borne reason, or another, cannot stop 
skimming or ubo the pump, to give a big 
now, will be treated more just than when 
paid by the hundred. 

Considerably more could he said regard* 
ing the above topics, but bi nee this is not 
intended for nn agricultural article,' I 
have touched several topics rather briefly! 
yet I hope that some few may receive some 
benifit from it. In conclusion, I will state 
that the Department wilt always be glad to 
furnish the Antioch Creamery or any other 
creamery with a speaker, free, of charge, 
at annual meetings or any other meeting 
that can be arranged between the manage- 
ment and patron upon request to tho Dairy 
Department University of Illinois.

were America's first road rn 11 hers, and 
they did their work so well that a nttip 
t»f their trulls nnd "traces'' won hi be 
a duplicate of the great highway nnd 
railway systems of the present day. 

The Natl until Pike, or the Cumber- 
land rond, as it was popularly called, 
was fir.st a buffalo truce worn deep 
across the Appalachians by the pound? 
lug hoofs of millions of hlsuu. When 
the Indians came they followed this 
fame trail In their hunting excursions 
and war expeditious, retreating over It 
to the west before the ever-advancing, 
relentless frontier of the white inn 11, 
Over this path came tho Aiiglo-Snxoti 
hunter and trapper, followed timidly 
and falter Ingly by the honiemttker, un- 
til ut last the tide of emigration, tak- 
ing courage, poured lu a deluge through 
the mountain pusses to the laud of 
promise. 

ruck- Pony Train*. 

To supply the trade demands of this 
growing western population lu the 
early dnys, long trains of pack ponies 
picked their way to and fro over the 
old Cumberland trull from tho Potomne 
to the headwaters of the Ohio, to be 
displaced as increasing commerce and 
tralllc widened the trace Into a rond 
by the grent Cones toga freight wagons 
mid speeding mall coaches of tho early 
days of the century, In turn to vanish 
w lion tho steam railroad accomplished 
the supposedly impossible feat of 
climbing the motuitulus. 

Every mile of tne old Cumberland 
road Is historic ground, consecrated by 
the bleeding feet of heroic nation build- 
ers. Over It tolled the young surveyor, 
Washington, nursing dreams of empire 
lu his prophetic vision. Later, over tho 
same route, trumped tho scarlet-coated 
British grenadiers, led by the lioustful 
Braddock, whoso grave is still green 
beside tho deep trail cut by the pon- 
derous army wagons of his Ill-starred 
expedition. After tho colonics hnd 
achieved their Independence, tho Brad- 
dock rond wub the pathway oyer which 
the veterans of the revolution plodded 
painfully to take up "even a greater 
work iu tho settlement of Ohio, Ken- 
tucky and Indiana— Virginia's Imperial 
gift to tbo Infant republic. 

Scattered along the old road at fre- 
quent Intervals were the tnverns, the 
nerve centers of tho highway. ' Mnny 
of them wore famous hostelrles In their 
day, but their glory hns long departed. 
Only a few remain, quaint, ami moss- 
covered monuments of the past. 

But the time that tho life of the old 
highway throbbed In its greatest In- 
tensity was when a President or u 
President-elect passed lu trlumphnnt 
procession oror Its dusty stretches, It 
was the gula dny of tho "pike boys." 
All, the taverns nnd nouses nlong the 
route were bedecked In the welcome, 
nnd cheering crowds from miles around 
thronged fTic stopping places and cross- 
roads. Tho finest horses nnd tho most 
gorgeous conch procurable wero as- 
signed to the task, nnd tho proud posi- 
tion of "charioteer to tho President" 
was given to the pick of the Johns on 
tho line, who over afterward wero 
marked nnd noted. Jackson, Van Bu- 
rba, Monroe, Harrison, Polk, and Tyler 
passed over portions of the old rond'

Sanitary work, neccssnry to pre- 
vent a pcstileneo from sweeping over 
the refugee camps nud tho unburuod 
section of tho city, Is a lurgo Item of ex- 
pense. 

The fund will be used In pnrt in tho 
form of small loans made to poor but 
deserving people who need only n small 
cup ml to pluc" them on nn independent 
baBls.

In 1SC4, nnd 
entered college Immediately after be- 
ing mustered out, graduating lit the 
Ohio Wesleynn Unlversty In 1S00. He 
wns admitted to the bar In 3S7J and 
elected to the lower bouse of the Ohio 
legislature In 1873. From 1S7-1 to 1870 
he was the attorney for tho committee 
of safety at Cincinnati. He became a 
member of the Ohio Senate lu 1800, and 
was elected to the Fifty-second Con- 
gress. 

Andrew Llntncr Harris, now acting 
governor, wns born lu Uutler County, 
Ohio, Nov. 17, 18.W, Although ho took 
up the study and pntctlco of Jaw after 
an enviable war record, be has prefer- 
red the quiet of the fnrm and clnsBes 
himself as 11 farmer. Ho was graduat- 
ed nt Miami University, Oxford, Ohio, 
with tho class of 1800, and the follow- 
ing year entered tbo Union nrmy, bis 
first enlistment being 1 11 April, 1801.

GREAT TUNNEL PLANNED. 



Central I'm- 1 He in fierce (lie Sierra 

Nfviiilu Mmiiitiilca. 

"The boring of what will be tbo long- 
est tunnel* In tho United States, nnd 
0110 of tbo longest In the world, has 
very recently beeu determined upon by 
tho Central Pacific Railroad Company," 
snys J. Muyiic Iliiltlmorc in tho Techni- 
cal World Magazine. 

"Chief Engineer William Hood has, 
finished plana and reports for the pro-', 
posed gigantic slx-mllu hole to be bored 
through tho Sierra Nevada Mountains 
in California, n short distance, west of* 
tho town of Truckce, Ariz, 

Tho object of this great tunnel Is to 
cut down tbo present mountain climb 
of 7,017 feet by fully :!,000 feet, nnd 
thus eli mlunto ninny of tho present 
curves and much of tlio gnide. Chief 
Engineer Hood's reports contain soino 
modifications of his first series of sur- 
veys, made some years ago, ami these 
will doubtless bo approved by Presi- 
dent llnrriimiu ; nnd work, It Is expect- 
ed, will very soon be commenced ou this 
grent tunnel. 

"It Is estimated that the tunnel will 
cost not lc-ss-tte«r-fl0,6O0,<KIO^(indJhnt- 
aniong other things It will cheii*,ien the. 
muiutil expenses of operating trains 
over tbo mountain division by fully 
$100,000. Being over yu,000 feet lu 
length, tbo tunnel will be ouo of tlio 
longest In tho world and certainly the.

Dcncen, The feature 
of the report Is the pluming of tho mark- 
et! decrenite In child labor, ns a result of 
a strlirt enforcement of tha new child 
lnbor law. For the whole year the de- 
partment reports n total of 7LJ13S bisec- 
tions, of which number 0."j,"J17 were for 
tho purpose of enforcing the child labor 
law, lEJt) for enforcing snfety appliances 
In the operation of metal polishing wheels 
nnd r,,:i.'ti; were additional Inspect ions of 
OHtnbllshinonts In which the law wtui 
found to bo hnbltunlly ignored. This 
amount of work represents 20,nj[fl more 
InHpcctions thnn were made In IbOl nnd 
40,017 more than made by the depart- 
ment in 11101 under the former adminis- 
tration. The chief Inspector reports a 
totnl of 7< SO, :!.">!! persons rmpinyed In the 
State, of which number r>n?,5fi0 were 
men, 105,038 women, 7,157 boys and 4,028 
girls. In Chlcngo the total number of 
persons employed was 510,018, divided 
na follows: 301).:t-IO men, 1111,230 women, 
rr,347 boys nnd 4,005 fflrk Tho totnl 
nnmlier of children under 10 employed In 
the State wns 11,755, ns eompnred with 
12,411 In 10O(. The report shows tho 
steady decrease of child labor In the Stnto 
during the Inst twelve years. Especially 
marked has been tho decrease since the 
enactment of the new child labor law In 
lt)0;i. In 1803 there wns one ch'ld em- 
ployed for every eleven adults. In 11)02, 
the yenr before the now law went Into 
effect, this ratio had been tfeenmsed to 
one child to every twenty-five adults. Tho 
ojierntlon of the new law ns enforced by 
the department has resulted in thinning 
the number of child laborers to one for 
every sixty-five adults. The report goes 
on to show thnt in the entire Stnte the 
department secured 1,001 convictions in 
prosecutions for violations of the factory 
laws. Of this number 7110 were in Chi- 
cago, nnd 202 in the State nt large. With 
the exceptlou of seven caws nil the con- 
victions wero for violation of tho child 
labor inw,

TAX TjAW IS HELD T'OID, 

Attorney General it u lew Exemption 
of Cntillnl Stuck UncoiiMltnllwnul. 

Attorney Genernl Stead has banded 
down a decision declaring unconstitu- 
tional the -111111013 revenue net amend- 
ment of 1005, exempting from taxtion 
the capital stock of Illinois mcrcumllu 
and manufacturing companies, coal min- 
ing corporations, priutiug ofiltes, news- 
papers and corporations for improving 
and breeding live stock. Tho sections 
amended are 1, 3, 32 uud 103 of the 
revenue net. The Attorney General holds 
thnt the act is unconstitutional on the 
ground thnt the only property the Legis- 
lature can exempt from "taxation is that 
mentioned lu section 3 of article of the 
coiwtltutlon, and that the capital stock 
of tho corporations named in tho act of 
1003 Is not there mentioned* therefore 
tho Legislature cannot erempt it. The 
Attorney General also holds that the act 
of 1005 is. In violation of sect'ou 1, arti- 
cle 0, of the constitution of llio Stnte, 
which provides for uniformity In taxa- 
tion of all property. It bns been held, 
hu i>oints mit. by -tlio Supreme Court thnt 
the capital stork of organizations for 
pecuniary profits Is property and is sub- 
ject to taxation. He holds the new law 
also is In conflict with section (1, article 
0, of tho constitution, which provides 
that the general nssembly shall 'have no 
power to release or diwaaige any county, 
city, town, township or district or the 
inhabitants thereof, or tbe property there- 
in from their or its proportionate tax. 
Under the new law tho State board of 
equalization last fnll exempted from tax- 
ntion the capital stock of nl' tbe corpora- 
tions mentioned iu the amendment of 
1005.

Tho vessel, commanded by Captain 
Niolsctt, arrived nt Liverpool froiu 
I'll 1 1 ii del phi ti ( lauded her nnsHOiijjers 
and proceutlod to Ilusklsgoii Dock to 
unload. Tim slevfiilores were loosen- 
ing tho hatches when suddenly n vio- 
lent blast occurred. It blew oft tlio 
hu t elms, rent tho ilcck£ and burled 
dead and wounded men in ull dlrec- 
tlouti. 

The explosion, whlcli wah heard for 
many blocks, wns followed by fire. Tho 
cargo, consisting of linseed oil cake 
In hold No. 2 nml hulU No. '.',, soon 
wns blazing; licrccly. Firemen und po- 
lice hurried to the mwt nnd the Injured 
were token to a neighboring hospital, 
Tim fire soon tissunied alarming propor- 
tions, owing to the Inllumtimblo nature 
of the curgo.

Senate Act" an AiIiilI*«1o,i of Okla- 
homa and Indlnu Territory. 

The conference report on the state- 
hood bill was adopted without revi- 
sion by tho Seunte Wednesday, follow- 
ing n three hours' discussion, led by 
Senator Ilcverldge, Senator Money op- 
posed tlie measure, catling the union 
of Okluhoinu and Indian Territory an 
outrage. The question of admitting 
New Mexico and Arlzonn as n single 
State hits gone over Indefinitely, pend- 
ing a vote of each territory. 

The statehood bill provides thnt Ok- 
Inhoma and Indian Territory will he 
united to form the forty-sixth State In 
the Union. When u constitution ts 
adopted In State convention It must 
bo rntliled by tho people, and there- 
after tho President will proclaim tho 
admission to the union of tbe State 
of Oklahoma. The new State will coma 
In with representation In Congress of 
flvo Itcpresenhitlvca and two Senators. 
Tho en pi Oil will be nt Guthrie until 
1013, and thereafter nt such place as 
shall bo fixed by the legislature. 

Arizona nnd New Mexico will elect 
delegates to a constitutional conven- 
tion Nov. 0.

milts, of cooperative te<its made by 
thirty growers which together shOw a 
net profit of $10,000 from spraying. The 
average Increase In yield from spraying 
wnfl 152 i/i bushels per ncre, done nt ft 
cost of $4.08 per acre. The cost for 
oneh spraying was 03 cents. The net 
protit per acre was $24.80. These re- 
sults nre In line with those obtnlned 
with similar experiments In 1003. The 
"Untying wns found to lengthen time of 
growth by preventing Into brack. Not 
only was the quantity greater, but It 
wns fountj thnt the potatoes contained 
one-sixteenth more dry matter in tho 
sprayed fields nnd one-ninth more 
starch, and as might be expected were 
more mealy and of better cooking qnal- 
Ity. Spraying la almost a universal 
practice In the Aroostook region, It 
being declared thnt tbero la scarcely 
an acre In the whole section not regu- 
larly sprayed. Growers use tho Isrgs 
power BpraycrB which treat four rows- 
nt once and do the work very quickly, ■ 
ninklng three to eight applications dur- 
ing the season, according to circum- 
stances. 

IleneHta of Thinning. 

In spite of tbe fnct thnt the thinning 
of growing fruit insures n better qunl- 
Ity, encourages more even, yields year 
nfter yenr, and prevents the overload- 
ing thnt often brenks down the trees, 
there are , comparatively few fnrmeri 
who mnkc nny attempt to cut off the 
unusual nnd unnecessary strain upon 
tbe strength nnd vitality of the tree. 
Men have become accustomed to ro> 
Moving the weight on the limbs by prop- 
ping from beneath, and while thli 
method often prevents the breaking 
down of the tree, It does not foster the 
vitality which Is bo severely drawn 
upon tbnt tbe yield for the coming year 
Is virtually minimized. 

Among the fruit growers the prob- 
lem of thinning Is becoming recognized 
for its merit The thrifty horticultur- 
ist prefers a medium yield of trull 
every' year of superior quality rnthei 
thnn nn enormous output every other 
year of ordinary quality. Experience 
bns tn light him thnt he can profitably 
destroy from 00 to ©0 per cent of hla 
fruit crop by thinning, Inasmuch as he 
secures more desirable Crutt, lessens 
his labor and In the end realizes more 
profit 

While we recognize the fnct that 
tho nvernge farmer Is not in a position 
to compete with the fruit specialist, 
still this is no evidence that he ennnot 
shape bis methods along the lines sug- 
gested by the successes of the other. 
Therefore we venture to assert that tha 
fanner with a fruit tree promising to 
breuk under the ovcrlond can better af- 
ford to relieve It of u portion of IU 
crop, rather than seek props to nsslBl 
Its over-production und subsequent de- 
terioration.

This Is worked out 
by building a roosting room, then a 
scratching shed, then another roosting 
room, another, scratching shed, and bo 
on to tho end of tho house. Tho Idea' 
Is that each house 'has Us own scratch- 
Ing "shed, which hi located between two 
roosting rooms except at one end.

The right to homestead on the pub- 
lic domain Is the greatest privilege of 
American' citizenship. The right to 
homestead Is co-existent' with citizen- 
ship.
